Father charged with assaulting child

A 19-year-old Kinston man 
accused of nearly killing his 5- 
month-old daughter remains in the 
Coffee County Jail under a half 
million dollar bond 

Jonathan Leland Wilkerson, 19, 
of 81 Coffee County Road 472, 
Kinston, Alabama, is charged with 
domestic violence in the first 
degree. 

On Saturday, October 14, Kin- 
ston Police Chief Jerome Cobb was 
notified of an assault complaint 
involving a 5-month old child. The 
child had been taken to the Andalu- 
sia Regional Hospital earlier that 
morning. The preliminary invest- 
gation revealed that the baby was a 
victim of physical abuse. Medical 
authorities listed the child’s condi- 


tion initially as eritical and further 


stated that death could occur. 
The 5-month-old victim was air- 


lifted by helicopter to Children’s 


Hospital of Alabama in Birming- 
ham where, at this time, she 
remains in serious but stable condi- 
tion, According to the medical staff,

called by the District Attorney and 
Kinston Police Deportment on 
Wednesday afternoon (Oct. 18th), 
Chief Cobb described the case as 
the “worst child abuse case (he) has 
seen in his 18 years in law enforce- 
ment.” 

In describing the injuries to the 
child, District Attorney Mark Fuller 
said the baby suffered broken 
bones, burns, tears, bruising and 
internal injuries. Further tests are 
being made to determine if the 
baby had been sexual molested in 
any way, 

The infant's mother, also 19, has 
not been charged in connection 
with the incident. The couple’s 
other child, a toddler, has been 


taken into custody by the Depart- 
ment of Human Resources and is 
presently being cared for by rela- 
tives. She has been examined for 
Signs of abuse but test results have 
not been released 

District Attorney Fuller said he 
opted to charge Wilkerson with first 
degree domestic violence - a Class 
A felony charge just signed into law 
on August 1, 2000 - instead of 
attempted murder because it carnes 
a minimum sentence that exceeds 
that of attempted murder. This is 
the first case of domestic violence 
that has been brought in the 12th

Grand jury clears deputy sheriff of 
any criminal conduct in fatal crash

A recent Coffee County - Elba 
Division grand jury reviewed the 
facts as presented in connection 
with the fatal car crash that resulted 
in the death of Kacy Lee Clark, 16, 
of Jack. According to the report 
from the grand jury, it found no 
evidence of criminal conduct by a 
Coffee County Sheriff's deputy in 
connection with the tragic incident 

The fatal crash occurred on April 
8, 2000, on Coffee County Road 
209 as Miss Clark was being pur 
sued by Coffee County Deputy 
Mark Anderson after she apparent- 
ly failed to stop when an attempt 
was made to pull her over tor a 
speeding violation 

The pursuit, which began shortly 
before 11 p.m. and lasted for sever 
al minutes, originated on AL Hwy 
125, continued north on AL Hwy 
167, then south on AL Hwy, 167 
turning off on Co, Rd. 209 where 
the Clark vehicle left the roadway 
at a high rate of speed , overturn 
ing, causing Miss Clark to be eject 
ed 

Miss Clark was airlifted by a 
Medivac helicopter from the scene 
to Southeast Medical Cénter in 
Dothan where she died trom 
injuries sustained in the crash

The high school football season reached week #8 last Friday night, and 
for the teams in the area it was another week that very few people got 
excited about. Brantley did get a win, but it did so at the expense of Zion 
Chapel. while New Brockton remained winless and Kinston got scalped,

BRANTLEY (6-2) had a fight on its hands against Zion Chapel, 
bul used its depth and talent to pull away and rip the Rebels 41-14. The 
Bulldogs had some problems running against a Zion Chapel defensive 
lront that Was geared to stop the run, but showed once again that they 
could pass the ball with efficiency, While it may be true the Bulldogs 
haven't really been tested in the past four weeks, it is also true that many

There is a misconception about our perception of who God really is to us. TI 
Mimconeeplion may sometimes hinder us from having the right communication 
between carth and heaven. Besides loving a life of sin, the reason why som peo 
ple are so atraid of a personal reladonship with God is that they view God as bein 
i great judge or criticize: who is ready to strike us down if we do not iv or do the 
right thing, Sometimes, our own shame or mistrust may cause us to turn away 
from God, We must know that we are not left to our own resources to cope with 
our problems, This lack of faith and trust in God costs thousands of Christians mil 
lions of dollars a year on self-help books psychologists and psychics. Many ot 
these tactics may subtly proclaim that we (alone) are our own chiefs of fate or des 
tiny or that itis only through perseverance and hard work that we can achieve our 
routs or dreams. Why should we spend all of this wasted time and money on these 
resources when we can go to the source of our very own existence - God? 

It feels wonderful to know that God knows our innermost secrets and thoughts 
he is familiar with our mannerisms and he understands why we do the things that 
we do or act in ways that we do, although he does hold us accountable for our 
intentional actions, So many times, we act or speak out of hurt pain, contusion, or 
unawareness, The enemy would have us believe that God doesn’t understand 
When trials and tribulations come we may allow the enemy to administer doubt in 
our minds about God's concern for us, particularly when we pray consistently 
about a matter and we seem to get no feedback from God or the situation grows 
worse. When we allow these self-defeating thoughts to overwhelm us and we 
accept them, we hurt ourselves, Communication between God and us becomes dis 
mal because doubt stunts the growth of our faith; therefore, God can’t perform 
Because God has his appointed time for everything, all things must be in place for 
him to make his move, Distractions, doubt, and a lack of adequate faith puts us out 
of position for our blessings, So, we must be careful to not let anything or anyone 
interfere with our prayers because prayer time is our time to have communion ot 
tellowship with God
